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As you might remember, when my story 
left off, Kevsby had just seen his first 
Freakie cereal commercial.

When we weren't playing, Kevsby would 
sit in front of the television waiting for 
the newest commercials. He couldn’t 
believe how real they all seemed to be. 
Three years passed 
and nothing changed. t 
was starting to think 
that Kevsby was nuts. 
When he wasn't help- 
ing my dad work in 
the yard, he would be 
playing with his exten- 
sive collection of 
freakie prizes. He had 
patches, boats, cars,

have all the “triples.” Kevsby needed to 
have a backup prize in case one of his 
was lost. Like | said, even a small child 
could see there was something seriously 
wrong with him. A worse thought finally 
came into my head, “What if he was 
telling the truth?” 


One summer, my mom decided 
that Kevsby was going to “sleep- 
over” camp in Ohio. It was called 
Camp Roosevelt. He would be 
there four weeks. | wasn’t sure he 
would ever come back, Maybe my 
parents found out about his 
Freakie-ness? 


We loaded up a trunk full of his 
things and dreve to Ohio. He 
seemed very happy. The camp was 
beautiful. There were all these 
cabins and fields. They had hors- 
es, and it was right off Lake Erie

He had been playing a lot and was- 
n't thinking too much about the Freakie 
club. They had a lot of activities all day to 
keep the kids busy.

That is where he met 
Kelly, who told Kevsby 
the most amazing story. 


It turns out that Kelly 
lived next door to

Jackie used to. babysit Kelly when 
she was younger. One night, Jackie came 
to babysit and there had been a noise 
out back. Kelly had been asleep upstairs. 
Apparently some of her friends had 
come to visit. This happened sometimes, 
so Kelly wasn't too surprised. Until she 
looked out her bedroom window to see 
that these friends looked very strange. 
They ail went in the house and Kelly 
spied on them from the staircase. These 
creatures had very funny names. She 
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heard Jackie call them Boss-Moss, 
Grumble, and Snorkeldorf! Kevsby could 
not believe his ears!!! Kelly explained that 
she got tired of hiding and came down- 
stairs. These Freakies, as Jackie called 
them, turned out to be very nice. There 
were more of them too. From then on, 
they would come over on babysitting 
nights to visit Kelly. They told stories of 
their lost planet and of poor Kevsby who 
was missing here on earth. He cried as 
the story went on. The rest of the 
Freakies had parachuted from their 
spaceship and drifted about twenty miles 
from where Kevsby had landed. While he 
was with Jackie, they had been looking 
for remains of the ship to get supplies. 
No one had known that Kevsby had not 
ejected. They thought he was in the 
wilderness somewhere and began 
searching for him too. One night, they 
heard someone calling Kevsby’s name. It 
had been Jackie. She was searching for 
him too because he left her house with- 
out saying goodbye. 
They watched her as 
she stood in a field 
yelling out his name, 
and followed her back 
to her house. A couple 
days passed and there 
was no sign of Kevsby. 
Someone would have to 
be brave and approach 
Jackie to ask of 
Kevsby’s whereabouts. 
Boss-Moss waited until 
she was in her tree- 
house one night. He 
was surprised that she was not shocked 
to see him. When he mentioned his 
name, she started crying and explained 
how she had found Kevsby and brought 
him home. Jackie explained how he had 
gone to search for the other Freakies. 


For the next few years the Freakies 
lived in the woods near Jackie’s house.

When Jackie graduated from high 
school, she went to work for Wells, 
Rich & Greene, who among other things 
created advertising campaigns for 
Ralston. Boss-Moss decided they need- 
ed to find a permanent home where no 
one would find them. It was a tearful 


goodbye, but Jackie realized it was for 
the best. 


Kevsby was astonished to hear that 
Jackie created Freakies cereal. She start- 
ed designing it a year after she started 
working. It was Jackie’s way to try to 
reach Kevsby. It had worked, but he had 
never realized that someone must have 
known about the Freakies in order to 
make the cereal. After all, Kevsby was 
still a child. Kevsby finished his story, and

After that summer, he changed. The 
Freakie club meetings became fewer and 
farther between, and Kevsby didn’t 
worry about collecting as many prizes.

What | have forgotten to mention is 
that all of his Freakie stuff got acciden- 
tally thrown away while he was in col- 
lege.

Very shortly after Kevsby found out 
that people collected and actively trad~ 
ed these cereal prizes, he managed to 
get much of his Freakie collection 
again. In the process, the Freakie 
Magnet was created. The first issue as 
many know came out in the Fall of 
1994. Kevsby reunited with Jackie 
again in 1995. They spent much time 
talking about the past and decided to 
make a video discussing the creation of 
Freakies cereal. Of course her story 
was changed to protect Kevsby’s 
secrecy, 


Kevsby has never been reunited with 
the other Freakies, as Jackie never saw 
them after they left. 


Now you know the story of the miss- 
ing freakie. Kevsby may stil! reunite 
with the others. People 
move on and grow up. 
Now Kevsby and 
Chrissy have a son of 
their own. As time 
passes, | think | will 
always remember him as 
“little Kevsby.”

FREAKIES TEST MARKET BOXES 
AND PRIZES. 


Now that we're all fairly well-acquainted 
with the Freakies, let's talk about what 
they've done for the most important meal of 
the day, breakfast. 


In approximately Aprif of 1972, Freakies 
cereal was introduced in several regions 
across the country. The first batches of cere- 
al, which were marketed in at least three dif- 
ferent boxes, seem to have been an experi- 
mentai formula. Early boxes show a different 
ingredient list from those that received uni- 
versal distribution. The reason for this 
appears to have been a desire on Ralston's 
part to provide the average hungry American 
youth with 100% of seven different vitamins, 
A through D and also Niacin, Speculation 
would lead one to believe that perhaps this 
formula wasn't especially palatable (and 
there are those who to this day contend that 
“Freakies” and “edible” are two words that 
should NEVER be used in the same sentence 
- | choose to politely ignore this contingent 
of rememberers in favor of those of us who 
liked the taste), or maybe it wasn't stable 
enough to last long on the shelves. A well- 
documented example of this phenomenon is 
early King Vitaman which was very unstable 
and thus cursed with an extremely short 
shelf life. 


The first test box was the “Free Freakies 
Poster” offer, which commemorated the dis- 
covery of the Freakies Tree. It was a 24” x 
32” work of art that looked like the front of 
any regular flavor Freakie box, sans any in- 
pack information.

KNEW about it without ever having seen the 
Freakie Tree which is the source of the cere- 
al). Jackie, who wrote the words and stories 
for all of the different boxes, pointed out 
with a bit of adule responsibility that they 
loved the cereal not only for its crunchy 
sweetness but also for its numerous vitamins 
and other essential-for-living things. Anyway, 
having packed their “meager” belongings and 
setting sail on the “good ship Freakie- 
Flower,” they landed on what is today 
known as “famous Freakie rock.” Anyone 
with feet took to dry land, ignoring mysteri- 
ous, spectral nocturnal voices that urged 
them to return to the Old World. But far be 
the Freakies to succumb to fear when in 
search of Freakies cereal and the Freakies 
tree! They continued their quest, urged on 
by the knowledge that they could and would 
find the Freakies Tree, whose branches were 
heavy with an abundance of the coveted 
cereal. So heavy, in fact, that 
they'd be set for the rest of 
their “unnatural” lives. They 
braved quicksand, “piano- 
shaped pools of molten 
lava,” and succeeded in outwicting every 
hardship that came their way. Finally, in a 
brief moment of doubt, the jungle parted 
bathing them in “ribbons of golden light.” 
They looked up and at last saw the tree, 
which was loaded with cereal fresh and 
crisp, just as the legend forerold. The 
existence of the poster is due to the fact 
that one of the Freakies packed a cam- 
era and some color film! | think this was 
4 the first Freakies box. It makes sense 
that Ralston would wait to spend money 
‘on an in-pack promotion until they tested 
the waters. With a mail away poster they 
could wait and see what sort of response 
would follow. Quaker followed a similar line 
of reasoning when the first sample-sized 
boxes of Quisp and Quake were 
released to six test-market cities 
in December of 1965. These 
ultra-rare Quisp and Quake 


among the most elusive of the Freakies 
prizes. | chalk this up to the fact that any 
paper premium, the poster included, had a 
very high attrition rate. Currently, there are 
three Freakies comic books known to exist. 
There are no posters. There is only one 
Freakies comic book box, and it is ina pri- 
vate collection. The key word, though, is 
“currently.” Perhaps the single greatest les- 
son [’ve learned in my frenetic search for 
every piece of Freakie-related memorabilia is 
that no matter how rare or unheard of a 
particular irem seems to be, chances are 
someone will turn up at least one, probably 
more, 


The third test market box is the “mini-mag- 
net” box. The

Upon his return to conscious 
ness, Gargie proclaimed that he 
he’d just discovered the “Law of 
Magnetism.” After a bit of 
uncertainty on his part as to the 
veracity of his own claim, he 
stumbled upon a field where 
“U-shaped pieces of metal grew, 
all stuck together.” Bingo. he'd 
confirmed his theory. In a burst 
of inspired creativity, Gargle 
then took some of this metal and adhered it 
to the backs of flat color sculptures of him 
and his fellow Freakies. He went on to rea- 
son that one would experience something 
close to rapture by slapping them on all 
things metal. He even went so far as to 
speculate (that rap on the head certainly 
turned him into quite the brain-boy) that if a 
person were to get two Goody-Goody mag- 
nets, he or she could trade one of them for 
a magnet bearing his likeness, even though 
he thought that would be “a bad bargain.” 
The reason behind the convoluted name 
“Freakus Magneticus?” Because Gargle is 
incapable of doing anything simple, of 
course! 


Each of these test boxes had the offer to 
send away for a set of “seven lifelike squiggly 
reproductions of” the Freakies for only 35 
cents and a proof-of-purchase. The ad copy 
Went on to state that “each statuette is the 
approximate size of the real Freakies who 
are about | 1/4” tall” - a very important 
Freakie fact! You could have breakfast with 
them, carry them around in your pocket 
(where chey’d act as a virtual magnet for lint 
and other detritus), or ask their advice on 
the stock market. Not exactly a big price to 
have them live with you, considering each 
figure now goes for anywhere between 
$15-$25! Besides the poster offer, there 
were no other send-away promotions 
until Freakies cereal was generally dis- 
tributed. 


Before going on to the mass-marketed 
Freakies, I'd like to mention another 
box that might have been a test issue as 
well, the “Freakies Ring” box. So far, 
only a copy of the back of the box has 
turned up (beautifully reproduced on 
the back of Freakie Magnet #2), and 
until a box complete with the coded 
flaps turns up one can only speculate. 


“Mystery Prize” Box 


may have received only limited distribution is 
the extreme rarity of the rings, Until only 
recently, there were but a handful of orange 
Bossmoss rings known in collections across 
the country (currently there are only seven). 
No one was certain how many other Freakie 
rings there might be or what they looked 
like, But we now know, thanks to Jackie 
End, that there were three different rings 
produced. In addition to the orange 
Bossmoss, there is a blue Snorkeldorf with 
silver highlights and a yellow Hamhose with 
black highlights (black is also the color of 
Bossmoss's detailing). For those of you not 
blessed with a copy of Freakie Magnet #2, 
here is the story behind the rings. 


The bold headline at the top of the boxback 
reads “HAMHOSE HAS HiS DAY or Thanks 
to Hamhose’s ability as a jeweler, everyone 
can now have their very own Freakies ring.” 
Below this is a full color picture of shy little 
Hamhose, decked out in a green visor, a 
jeweler’s glass and a few precision tools. 
The story explains how Hamhose was one 
day thinking about a future job when it 
dawned on him that he was best suited to 


work with his hands (hands?) because he had 


| so many. He decided he would 
become a jeweler. So he gathered 
photographs of all his peers, along 
with some plastic and glue, and 
went to work. He worked for a 
very fong time, humming all the 
while. Then one day he emerged 
with a velvet tray that bore “the 
mest magnificent assortment of 
rings anyone had ever seen.” Of 
course, the Freakies were amazed 
by his creations, so much so, in 
fact, that they began to applaud! 
And, the story finishes, they decid- 
ed to share the rings with every- 
‘one in the rest of the world, which 
explains how they came to be 
included in each box of Freakies. The other 
two rings, Hamhose and Snorkeldorf, are 
currently very rare. There are only two 
known examples of the Snorkeldorf and two 
known examples of the Hamhose rings, and 
of the rings already mentioned, there is only 
one person who has a set of all three! But 
don't despair, there are more out there 
waiting for YOU to find them! 


FREAKIES BOXES FOR EVERY- 
ONE! 


It was roughly March of 1973 when the 
newly formulated Freakies were released to 
the general market. Some of the vitamin 
content was lost, but this was apparently 
compensated by the fact that the cereal pre- 
sumably was now tastier and more stable, 


The first of these boxes is known as “the 
first box.” It proudly advertises a “Free 
Freakie Inside” and on the back is a full color 
picture of each Freakie along with a brief 
biography of each. Since | already described 
this information | won't dwell on this box 
except to point out some important trivia. 
This box included for the first time an offer 
for “authentic Freakies T-Shirts!” You could 
order a shirt depicting any single Freakie in 
both adult and children’s sizes with your 
choice of either red or blue trim around 
the collar, This means that if you wanted 
an example of each different shirt made 
you'd have to track down 28 different 
shirts! The shirts originally cost a mere 
$1.50 each for small size and $1.75 for 
the large one, in addition to two proofs 
each, Today it is a challenge to locate any 
of these. 


It seems that this box, with the offer of a 
color Freakie statue inside, was printed 
several times throughout the course of 
Freakies cereal’s existence. This makes

A final point about each of the boxes 
mentioned so far: each one had a draw- 
ing of the cereal on the front of the box 
as opposed to a photo. A photo of the 
cereal was standard for all subsequent 
boxes, 


The next box released was the “Mystery 
Prize” box. The front advertised a “Free 
Freakie Mystery Prize Inside.” And what 
a mystery it was! There were six differ- 
ent in-pack prizes to get. 


The first possibility was one of several circle 
shaped iron-on patches, The one shown on 
the back of the box has Cowmumble con- 
tentedly munching her favorite food. Beside 
her on each side is a seventias-esque flower, 
and above the words “HAVE A NICE DAY.” 
Exactly how many circle iron-on patches 
there were remains a mystery. | know of

It seems that 
every time someone finds a small stash of 
them (which isn’t very often, since most Fun 
Dots were stuck to school folders, lunch 
boxes, dresser drawers, etc.) there are

You could also get lucky and pull out a “Free 
Freakie Doll,” which was 
one of the full-color plastic 
figures that are so common 
today. Ralston must have 
ordered an incredible 
amount of these over the 
course of Freakies cereal 
Freakies figures were 
repeatedly offered as in- 
packs and were also offered 
as a set at least once on the 
“big magnet box” (more on 
# this in a moment). These 
prizes are universally remem- 
bered by Freakies cereal enthu- 
siasts and are plentiful (at least 
among cereal collectors). A set 
of seven is relatively easy to put 


only one other: it has a full color Hamhose 
and Snorkeldorf (who happen to be best 
friends - more on this when we discuss 
Cocoa Freakies) with their arms around 
each other, and above the sage words 
“Freakies are Forever.” 


The next possible prize, and one I consider 
to be quite a bargain, was a cellophane pack- 
et of 20 “Fun Dots.” These were assorted 
round plastic stickers roughly |” in diameter. 
Each one had a line-drawn portrait of a 
Freakie, with either the Freakies logo or an 
inspiring little saying all in black. One of my 
favorites is Cowmumble with “Breathing is 
good for your health” printed above her.

Now we get to the REALLY cool mys- 
tery prizes! The first one is a circle 
“Hamhose Clip-on Medal.” The one 
shown on the box is orange with black 
detailing that says “THANK YOU | FEEL 
SO MUCH BETTER NOW” (the signifi- 
cance of this saying will be explained 
when we get to Cocoa Freakies). It is 
unknown how many possible colors this 
medal was made in, The Cocoa 
Freakies box depicts the orange one as 
well, but there is also a white one with 
metallic blue highlighting. Chances are 
there are more waiting to be discovered! 


The last of the mystery prizes was a “Freakie 
Ring made of Freakie Plastic!” The box 
shows the blue Snorkeldorf ring with the 
same photo from the ring box-back, Not a 
bad prize when you consider the current 


ed 


value which is $200 or more depending on 
how bad you want one! 


True to form the bottom of the Mystery 
Prize box explains the events that lead to the 
“Mystery Prize” scenario (it doesn’t mention 
the obvious reason which is Ralston figured 
out a great way to liquidate some of their 
vast prize inventory), Here's the story: One 
day, the Freakies visited the Freakopolitan 
Museum of Art, where they were struck 
with the idea to offer everyone one of six 
great Freakies prizes. Since the Freakies 
were the only ones who knew which partic- 
ular prize was in a specific box, they called it 
the “Mystery Prize.” The story ends by 
stressing that only ONE of the six prizes was 
included in each box, ensuring once again 
that kids would beg mom to buy box after 
box until their craving for every available 
prize was satisfied. 
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The Mystery Big Magnet” Box 
Prize box also 

had the t-shirt offer and more articles of 
clothing! Now you could get a sweat shirt in 
small ($2.95) or 
large ($3.50).

Freakie Plane 
Box Backs 


The next box was 
the one offering one 
of seven different 
Freakmobiles. The headline on the back 
boldly proclaims “Introducing the 1975 


Freakmobiles.” Just as cars are 
released prior to their actual 
model year so were these hot 
rods. The code on my box lists it 
as being released in November of 
1974. Here is the story of how the 
Freakmobiles came to be. 


The Freakies had, for a short 
while, been on an inventing kick. 
First came the wheel, 
which was invented by 
Gargle after he saw 
Hamhose tumbling out 
of the Freakies Tree. Two weeks 
later came the cars. Each is made 
of lightweight plastic and are done 
in the color of the Freakie driving 
it. Italso appears that the Freakies 
understood sound environmental 
policy as each car is powered by 
air which, last time anybody 
checked, is stilf free. 


Freakies cars are more plentiful 
than the Freakies figures today. In addition to 
being offered as an in-pack and then as a 
mail-away set of seven, Freakmobiles were 
also available in gumball machines. | remem- 
ber buying them from gumball machines for 
a quarter. I've also heard rumors that they 
were available at carnivals and fairs as inex- 
pensive prizes (those cars really broadened 
the Freakies’ horizons!). There is no reason 
to pay more than 
about two dollars. 
each for Freakies 
cars, even if they're 
still shrink wrapped in 
the original plastic. 
The sealed, boxed 
sets originally offered 
by Ralston through 
the mail, complete 
with a black and 
white instruction 
insert, are available 
through a few dealers 
at a slight mark-up 
from the loose 
cars’ price 
{interesting- 
ly, the boxed 
sets contain 
seven loose 
cars and seven 
black rubber 
blasters - they 
are not 
wrapped). 


Around this time 
was also the “big 


magnet box.” Inside each of these boxes was 
a larger (about 2") version of the earlier mini 
magnets. Other than size they were identical 
to their smaller counterparts. This was also 
the box that offered the set of seven full 
color plastic figures (to my knowledge the 
ONLY box to run this promotion). Like the 
cars and figures, these magnets were pro- 
duced in significant quantities as later boxes 
offered them for only seventy-five cents and

They were 
mailed on a flat piece of white paper that 
had an undercoating of metal. This was 
placed in a yellow manilla envelope and 
mailed with an outer package. The larger 
magnets are fairly easy to locate as many 
people still have them on their refrigerators!

Freakie Boats 


The next series of 

boxes are the “plane” boxes which are dated 
April of 1975. Sadly, the quality of prizes was 
slipping by this time since the planes were 
merely cut off the back of the box (to the 
extreme disappointment of the person who 
went on later to publish Freakie Magnet!). 
Each box had one of seven simple designs of 
airplanes, with a picture of the. Freakie print- 
ed where the cockpit would be. After cut- 
ting the plane and folding it where indicated, 
you taped a penny to the nose for weight. 
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‘There wasn't much of an explanation as to 
the origin of the Freakies flying fleet. The 
box noted that that the plane on the back of 
the box was an exact replica of the one that 
the Freakie was flying, and went on to boast 
about just what an incredible experience 
awaited you when you flew your plane, 
which supposedly could perform a plethora 
of stunts. Just how accurate these claims are 
| don't know, but !'m skeptical. 


Not many Freakies planes have survived. | 
know of only one complete set of cut out 
planes and these are heavily folded and 
soiled with the remnants of long dried 
Elmer’s glue and scotch tape that once 
secured a penny to the plane. The planes, 
either cut out or on the box back don’t 
come up for sale much but one dealer whe 
offered a cut out 
Snorkeldorf for $25 
does come to 
mind. 


The next box is a 
good one, as if 
Ralston made an 
attempt to 
atone for such 
a lackluster 
promotion as 
the planes. If was 
the third in-pack 

classifiable 

under the 

heading of 
Freakies 
transportation, 
the FABU- 
LOUS Freakies 
boats! The back 
of the box 
announces “the 
first annual Freakies speed boat race.” It was 
also the ONLY annual boat race. Below this 
were beautiful full color pictures the seven 
boats, again done in full color plastic in the 
color of the Freakie piloting it. Each boat 
was wrapped with a round balloon of ran- 
dom colors. The balloon, when blown up, 
was placed on a spout in the back of the 
boat, and once again a Freakie vehicle was 
powered by sensible air as the balloon 
deflated. Of course, there's no limit to the 
amount of races you could have with them. 
The story of the boats goes like this: 


The Freakies standard of living, as is the case 
in any free nation, quickly reached the point 
where each one of them could afford their 
very own speed boat (ok so this was 1975 
what did chey know?). Naturally, as Freakies 
are very fun-loving creatures, they quickly 


began to race them (not wasteful remember 
they’re powered by air!). Ac 
the first annual 
formal 
race, 
“Everyone 
who was 
anyone was 
there.” 
There was 
also rampant 
consumption 
of Freakies 
cereal. Can you 
guess who the 
winner was? It 
was Gargle, of 


course. | suspect this 
was due to the fact that his boat was fea- 
tured on the front of the box in the splash 
ad AND because, since Gargle is the best 
talker, he naturally had the best wind 
power, which enabled him to blow up his 
balloon much bigger than his feller 
Freakies. 


This box also offered the three dif- 
ferent articles of clothing already mentioned 
and also a complete set of Freakmobiles for 
seventy-five cents and two proofs. 


Freakies boats are quite uncommon, hard to 
find and expensive. Ralston never offered 
them as a mail-away set, probably because 
they didn’t want to repeat the same mistake 
they made when they overproduced the 
cars. For some reason, the three “green” 
ones, Bossmoss, Hamhose and Cowmumble 
are the most “common,” with Goody-Goody 
being the SCARCEST of the seven (probably 
because kids sank her boat or flushed it 
down the toilet!). There are only a few com- 
plete sets today, with most people looking 
for Snorkeldorfs, Grumbles and Goodys. The 
boats are priced at about $30 each today 
when available, 


Now a true 
Freakies mys- 
tery: the 
Freakies bicycle fh 
flags. To date, no 
example of a 
“bike flags” box 
has emerged, 
and no one 
seems to 
remember one. 
Therefore, not 
much is known 
about the bike 
flags, except that 
they exist.

There were seven different bike flags avail- 
able, one bearing the image and name of 
each Freakie. They were made of a thin, 
white sheet of plastic approximately 5” x 8”, 
came folded in cellophane, and had the 
Freakies logo at the top in yellow. At the top 
on the left and right side there was a small 
slit cut into the plastic, which enabled you to 
hang it on a bike “flagpole” or over your 
handlebars. They were very 
fragile items 
which 
explains their 
scarcity. So far 
I've encoun- 
tered only one 
dealer who had 
them priced at a 
low $20 each. No. 
one has a com- 
plete set yet. | 
imagine most were 
quickly destroyed, 
some falling to 
Pieces after repeated 
wind lashings and exposure to 
the elements. Interestingly, | heard from a 
very reputable collector, who was in posses- 
sion of a Snorkeldorf specimen, that his bike 
flag came from a gumball machine that tout- 
ed them as “Weird-O Bike Flags.” 


OTHER FLAVORS OF FREAKIES 
COCOA FREAKIES 


Recently, thanks to Kevin's detective work. 
and Jackie's archives, it was discovered that 
for a very short time there was Cocoa 
Freakies! As | mentioned earlier, the in-pack 
prize offered in Cocoa Freakies was the glo- 
rious Hamhose medal. This box, the only 
Cocoa Freakies box ever on the shelves, is 
dated July 1973. I'm not sure why it was 
unsuccessful. Though | have no memory of 
having tasted them (and many others have 
absolurely no 
recollection of 
them) they cer- 
tainly look tanta- 
lizing enough to 
me from the pic- 
ture on the box,

The back of the 
box is, in.my 
opinion, the 
absolute master- 
piece of all 
Freakieology. It 
a begins with the 
headline “HAMHOSE FEELS 
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BETTER! (or “Now there’s a chocolate - 
flavored Freakies cereal, too!”). It then 
tells how one day the Freakies noticed 


Hamhose wasn’t acting like himself. He'd ME 


even stopped speaking except to blurt 
out the word “chocolate.” Snorkeldorf, 
who is Hamhose’s best friend, went to 
the leader Bossmoss. In a fit of compas- 
sion, he explained how he’d gladly give 
up all his mirrors if it would mean that his 
best friend could once again be his happy 
(though extremely shy) self. So Bossmoss 
called a meeting of all the Freakies, who 
put their heads together “(which isn’t 
easy for Freakies)” and began to think. 
Snorkeldorf (naturally) suddenly was pos- 
sessed by an idea, and exclaimed “I've got it! 
I've got it!” to which Goody-Goody replied 
“Well, for goodness sake, don't get any of it 
on me!” They all jumped for joy, thanks to 
Snorkeldorf’s answer, which was to plant a 
chocolate flavored Freakies tree, which 
would enable Hamhose to have as much 
“dark chocolate flavor” as he wanted. So he 
planted one, and when it sprouted and 
bloomed, he rushed the first bowl of choco- 
latey cereal over to his best friend, Hamhose 
munched for a bit, and then broke out into a 
big smile. He said, “| feel.,.um...so much bet~ 
ter now.” And just by looking at him, you 
could tell he did. 


To show his appreciation, Hamhose forged a 
special medal made of Freakium that had his 
smiling portrait and the first words of happi- 
ness he uttered as a result of Snorkeldorf's 
kindness. It finished by saying that since 
Snorkeldorf will never part with the medal, 
he arranged for everyone to have a copy of 
it, one inside each box of Cocoa Freakies, 
since it will make anyone who sees it so 
much happier than they already were. 


Jackie, it turns out, wasn’t immune to even 
her own infectious charm. She once stated in 
a letter that since 
coming up with 
Hamhose’s words 
of gratitude, she’s 
found that they 
are appropriate 
for stressful situa- 
tions in everyday 
life, and to this 
day she still is 
known to occa- 
sionally utter this 
little saying.

quite rare. Having them as one of the six 
mystery prizes does not seem to have done 
much for their availability, either. A good 
thing to remember, though, is that | believe 
this medal would have been IMPOSSIBLE to 
deliberately throw away. It's just too cool! 
I'm convinced that despite its relatively frag- 
ile nature and apparently small mintage there 
are several out there just waiting to surface! 


FRUITY FREAKIES 


Fruity Freakies were introduced early in 
1975, So far, there are three different 
boxes from the Fruity Freakies variety (for 
some fantastic information on Fruity 
Freakies see Freakie Magnet #3, my 
favorite issue!). The first box to introduce 
Fruity Freakies is called the “Fruit Hat” 
box, because inside of each box was a 
bubble gum pink figure of Goody-Goody 
with an intricately-detailed fruit basket a la 
Carmen Miranda hat on her head! This fig- 
ure is one of my favorite Freakie prizes. 
Unfortunately, like so many other desir- 
able pieces, it is extremely difficult to 
locate (but hey, prove me wrong and go 
find a dozen of them. Please!). 


The story of the Fruity Freakies as detailed 
‘on the Fruit Hat box goes like this: One 
day, during breakfast, Goody-Goody sud- 
denly blurted out the word “fruit” while 
“adjusting the bon voyage basket perched 
atop her head.” Bossmoss, having no clue 
about what the heck she was talking 
about, asked for an explanation. She 
replied, “I like fruit,” which explained the 
‘odd head decoration she was sporting. At 
this point Gargle piped in that everyone 
needs a choice. He went on to say that 
since he was the most educated of all the 
Freakies and the only one to have read the 
entire encyclopedia Brittanica from cover 
to cover, he would develop a fruit-flavored 


Freakies Tree. Gargle had quite the 
green thumb, didn’t he! Anyway, the 
box finished by saying that inside was 
a statue of Goody-Goody wearing her 
fruit hat, which would serve as a 
reminder that anyone doing such a 
dumb thing like that should always 
explain why. 


The next two boxes to appear were 
the “Flip&Fly” box and the “Patches” 
box (though not necessarily in that 
order). The Flip&Fly box explained 
that this prize was intended as a way 
for the Freakies to show their gratitude 
since everyone across the country was 
flipping over new Fruity Freakies. Inside 
the box was one of eight aerodynamic 
discs. Each was notched on the side, and 
came with a same-colored triangle shaped

piece of stiff plastic that launched the disc 
by inserting it into the notch, pulling back 
on the disc (while holding the launcher 
steadily in hand) and letting the disc FLY 
(oops there goes my only Goody-Goody)! 
Believe me, these discs were aptly named. 
You could really get some distance with 
these babies! Anyway, there were a total 


_ of eight to collect, seven with blind-line 


reliefs of one of the Freakies on the face 
and an eighth with the Fruity Freakies logo 
on it. Each Flip&Fly came on several differ- 
ent colors each which makes putting 
together a complete set extremely difficult 
especially since Flip&Flys are rather scarce 
and not often advertised for sale. If you do 
find one it will usually cost you about $30. 


Finally, there is the “patch” box. The top 
says “THE DAY THE FREAKIES LOST 
THEIR MARBLES, OR, WHAT HAVE 
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Nee 


“THE DAY GOODY-GOODY, 
LOST HER MARBLES” 


Freakies on the first (test mar- 
ket?} box | do not know. Perhaps 
at this point they knew Freakies 
were soon to become a thing of 
the past and simply did not care 
to invest the time and money. 


For some reason, Fruity Freakies 
iron-on patches are fairly easy to 
locate (even mint in the cello). 
Why this is the case when all 
three boxes and che other prizes 
(particularly the Fruit Hat) are so

THE END 


Ic was roughly the beginning of 1976 that 
Fruity Freakies and original Freakies were 
discontinued. Obviously, this was a sad 
time indeed for legions of dedicated 
Freakies fans across the country. Even 
though some of the last boxes that didn’t 
sell at the supermarket level were avail- 
able after this date at reduced prices at 
bargain stores (my Hamhose plane box 
had a Pic N’ Save sticker on it with a price 
of 29 cents) life was just not the same. 
ever again. 


| believe that unless Ralston or someone 
decides to bring back Freakies in their 
original form, they should remain a memo- 
ry. Of course they did bring them back in 
987, but it just wasn’t the same. Maybe 
the kids from the 80's will have fond 
memories of the 1987 Freakies in a few 
years. | patiently await the second coming 
of the REAL Freakies. 


For me, there will never be any breakfast 

pals as awesome as the Freakies. ! remem- 

ber looking to them for solace when | was 

in trouble as a kid. | also remember taking 

a Snorkeldorf to third grade for show and 
tell.

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* SET OF SEVEN MINI FIGURES: The tallest 
of these is | 1/4” tall; made of hard plastic, 
more fragile than the full-color figures; 
orange (Goody-Goody, Hamhose and 
Grumble) and green (the rest) in color, same 
as the rubber ones; currently only one 
known set; also a single Goody-Goody and 
Cowmumble exist; possibly an experimental 
set, perhaps discontinued due to fragile 
nature, or, more likely, the small choke size 
of the pieces; no other known information. 


* SET OF SEVEN FULL SIZE RUBBER FIG- 
URES: orange and green in color, same as 
the mini figures; never offered as an in-pack, 
only a send-a-way; Jackie End was unhappy 
with the colors and demanded full color ren- 
ditions however the company was not willing 
to do it initially due to the expense; fairly 
easy to find, though a full set can be hard to 
put together, expect to pay about $15-25 
each. 


* SET OF SEVEN FULL SIZE FULL COLOR 
HARD PLASTIC FIGURES: offered as an in- 
pack in the first mass marketed box; easy to 
locate but will still run you about $10-12 
each due to their popularity. 


*RINGS; orange Bossmoss with black detail, 
blue Snorkeldorf with silver detail and yellow 
Hamhose with black detail; currently very 
rare with Bossmoss being the most com- 
mon, Expect to pay at least $100 for a 
Bossmoss, more for the others. 


* SEND-AWAY POSTER OF THE FREAKIES 
TREE: names each Freakie; 24” x 32”; cur- 
rently unknown in collection. 


* COMICS: volumes | through 4; entitled 
“History of the Freakies;” one of each of 
comics 2, 3, and 4 have been found recently. 


* MINI MAGNETS: one of each Freakie, full 
correct color renditions the first time 
around; the tallest is | 1/4”; same pose as 
the larger magnets; difficult to find, rarely 
show up for sale; about $30 each. 


* Circle iron-on patches; three different: 
very rare, only a few known to exist, 


* FUN DOTS: came 20 to 2 pack: unknown 
number of varieties and sayings. Expect to 
pay $10 or more each 


“HAMHOSE GOOD FRIENDS MEDAL- 
LION: the only Cocoa Freakies prize; also 
offered in the mystery prize box; two known 
examples are orange with black detail and 


eS 
white with metallic blue detail; may be more 
colors (white medal with metallic red detail 
is a likely guess); fess than six orange ones 
and only one white one known to exist. 
Expect to pay over $100. 


* SAYINGS MAGNETS; exact number 
unknown; very hard to locate, expect to pay 
$30 to $50. 


* FREAKMOBILES: seven different in the 
color of the character; extremely common 
because they were overproduced; about $2 
each. 


* FREAKIE CUT-QUT AIRPLANES: seven 
different; cut-outs from the back of boxes; 
hard to locate, about $25 each when found. 


* FREAKIE BOATS: seven different, in the 
color of the character; “greens” easier to 
find (Bossmoss, Cowmumble, Hamhose) 
others more difficult (Snorky, Grumble and 
Gargle) with Goody-Goody being the rarest; 
very difficult to put together a whole set, 
about $30 loose and $32 sealed with the 
original balloon. 


* FRUIT HAT GOODY-GOODY: pretty bub- 
ble gum pink in color; 2 1/2” tall, plastic 
Goody-Goody figure with a fruit hat on her 
head; offered as an in-pack only in Fruity 
Freakies in a special box; extremely difficult 
to find, expect to pay over $100. 


* FLIP&FLYS: eight different in assorted col- 
‘ors, one of each of the seven and a Fruity 
Freakies logo is the eighth; scarce; about 
$25-30 each; virtually impossible to com- 
plete a full set due to the unknown variety of 
colors; offered only in Fruity Freakies. 


* |RON-ON PATCHES: 20 different, some 
with sayings, some with a Freakies logo; very 
common about $10 each; a full set is within 
reach; offered only in Fruity Freakies. 


= SEW-ON EMBROIDERED PATCHES: 
apparently these patches were supposed to 
be attached to the Freakies knit winter caps 
offered as send-aways on some of the boxes; 
must have been smuggled out by an employ- 
e€ of either Raiston or perhaps another 
company in the production line; Hamhose 
and Cowmumble are more common burt all 
of them are hard to find. 


* WALL CLOCK: in the shape of a giant yel- 
low wristwatch; clock casing is yellow as is 
the nonfunctional buckle; watch straps are 
black; face is a blue insert with the Freakies 


strategically placed in the space where some 
of the digits would go; unknown where this 
promotion originated, obviously a send- 
away; somewhat difficult to locate, expect to 
pay $75-100 


* T-SHIRTS: child and adult sizes, with red 
or blue trim; one Freakie pictured on each; 
very hard to find for sale. 


¥ SWEATSHIRTS: child and adult sizes; no 
trim; one Freakie pictured on each: very 
hard to find for sale.

known in only one or two collections and 
the value would be whatever it takes to get 
them from the owners (good luck). Fruity 
Freakies boxes are perceived as being rarer 
than than the original Freakies boxes howev- 
er the iron-on patches box seems to be 
more common, pricing in at about $225. The 
Cocoa Freakies box is in a class by itself; only 
one is known to exist. For rarity like this one 
can only speculate as to the price.

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Is it possible to accurately pre- 
dict which cereal boxes will be 
collectible in the future? 
Absolutely yes! Through a tech- 
nique known as “compare and 
contrast” it is possible to look 
at the past behavior of collec- 
tors and accurately predict 
which cereal boxes will be of 
interest to collectors in the 
future. 


The first variable is the “nostal- 
gia” interest. It is generally 

@ accepted that a 25 year old col- 
lector will be sentimental (nos- 
talgic) for the cool stuff from 15 
years earlier (when the collector was age 10-12). A recent 
example was the increase in collectibility of Star Wars toys in 
1993-94. Also, the late 70’s “crap” such as Kiss dolls, 
Welcome Back Kotter and The Bionic Woman are doing quite 
nicely as collectibles. In a few years we can expect to see 
Dukes of Hazard, Mr. T, Rambo and Masters of the Universe 
becoming popular. 


In the long term of investing, it might be argued that if we 
wait long enough, EVERYTHING will be collectible! 
Everything will achieve its top price. in the meantime, howev- 
er, it’s possible to double or even triple your investment. For 
example, in the early 90’s a cereal box collector could pick up 
a cereal offer like TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA TURTLES with 
bowls and mugs shrink wrapped to the front of the cereal 
box. By now about |/3 of the aging process of TMNT Cereal 
is complete. Investors speculating on the upcoming surge over 
the next ten years will easily pay more than the original $3 
investment, anticipating a $30-$40 peak in 2006. As investors 
we don't need to retain the product through its full cycle. We 
can sell short and still make quite a return! 


This is all nickel and dime. What about when these boxes are 
REALLY old like the late 60's character boxes that are com- 
manding hundreds of dollars? With little or no interest in the 
cereal collecting hobby, baby boomer collectors pay big 
money for these older beat up boxes. By comparing and con- 
trasting, we can predict a much greater interest in this hobby 
from the recent generation, who will look to the late 90’s 
with the same reverence that old people took to the 60's. The 
concept of cereal box collecting will be much more coherent 
to these little “on-liners,” because they aren’t so locked into 
their perceptions of seeing product packaging as garbage. 
Raised on post-pop art theories (or in homes of cereal box 
collectors) they will readily accept CAP’N CRUNCH and 
other cereal mascots as “pop” icons. The boxes which we, as 
investors, are setting aside will be in high grade condition, 


often with the in-pack premium. As educated speculators we 
know what to save for these kids: Saturday morning cartoon, 
major motion pictures, transient exploitation cereals like MR. 
T, BREAKFAST WITH BARBIE, GHOSTBUSTERS and SPIDER 
MAN cereals, and video game cereals like PAC MAN and 
NINTENDO CEREAL SYSTEM! 


The kids will want some boxes more than others. By position- 
ing what's available to its current relevance, we can accurately 
predict what collectors will want to buy in the future. The fol- 
lowing list of new boxes is such a prediction: 


1, CAP’N CRUNCH MASK cartoon, Jim Carey. He starred in 
the hit motion picture (and any sequels). In the meantime 
there’s a Saturday morning cartoon featuring The Mask! 
Already we've seen Taco Bell “fast food” toys of The Mask 
cartoon and now the CAP’N CRUNCH and LIFE cereal pro- 
motions! CAP'N gets top billing over LIFE because the charac- 
ter of CAP’N is a bonus to the TV tie-in, Regular crunch over 
berries and peanut butter because it’s the masthead but all 
three will make a great trio in your collection! 


2. BERRY BERRY KIX Disney's HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE 
DAME scene. Disney's luck has to run out soon! They've had 
hit after hit with these cartoon 
features! Already they’re call- 
ing Hunchback a “classic” and 
it isn't even in theatres yet! On 
the back of the box are char- 
acter cut-outs of the 
Hunchback cast! Disneyland 
has committed a section of Big 
Thunder Ranch to the 
Hunchback live action show! 
Regardless of how absurd 
adapting Hugo’s heart-wrench- 
ing novel into a comedy musi- 
cal for kids might seem to 
rational adults, Disney hasn't 
blown it yet. With such optimism, 
this new cartoon “classic” makes 
an excellent cereal box! 
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3. LIFE MASK cartoon. Same cool 
reasons as CAP'N CRUNCH only 
+] it’s LIFE and therefore The Mask 
becomes a piece in the LIFE car- 
toon collection which currently 
features Inspector Gadget, 
Animaniacs, The Tick and Carmen 
Sandiego.
